Madison health inspector 
files report, resigns 


Casmir Krakowiecki, 
Madison health inspector for 
the past month, turned in to the 
Madison City Council Tuesday 
night a seven-page report 
listing 196 alleged health 
violations at 121 addresses — 
aind then resigned his position. 

Krakowiecki, who said most 
of the addresses for which 
violations were listed were 
family residences, told the 
aldermen that the ceport did not 
include the West Madison area. 
He said his car overheated and 
she did not check that area. 

The report, he said, 
represented many hours of 
driving “up and down alleys” 
looking for violations. 

He informed the council that 
with his teaching summer 
school and attending graduate 
wschool, he did not have time to 
do an adequate job as health 
inspector. Krakowiecki told the 
council that he hoped to remain 
as the city’s civil defense 
director. 

The report gave the address 
of the property allegedly in 
violation, and a priority system 
for corrective action at. very 
high, high, mediym and low. 
Violations were listed in four 
areas: trash and debris, junk 
cars, weeds and buildings, 
followed by comments of the 
inspector.

Woman suffrage in Illinois 


Ratification of the women 
sufferage amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution in 1919 by the 
Mlinois legislature was an anti- 
climax. The real battle in the 
Prairie State had been, fought 
and won with passage of the 
Presiden and Municipal 
Suffrage Bill in 1913. z 

Woman suffrage did not 
come easily. The first woman 
sutfrage association was organ: 
ized in Earlville in 1855. The 
Civil War provided impetus for 
the, movement when it forced 
many of the state's women 
into new and sometimes pain- 
ful roles. With their husbands 
and fathers away at war, 
women discovered themselves 
capable of functioning as effec- 
tive, independent, individuals. 
Thus, Mother Mary Bickerdyke 
and Mary Jane Safford went 
into battle as army nurses, and 
Mary Thompson” was’ named 
head of the Chicago Hospital 
for Women and Children, 

During the war years, Chica- 
goan Mary Livermore hired a 
housekeeper to care for her 
family so she could devote full 
time to the Chicago Sanitary 
Commission. Her previous ex- 
perience had included teaching 
and editing her Universalist 
minister husband's newspaper, 
New Covenant, and she saw 
war work as an opportunity for 
the “regeneration” of — the 
state's women. With Mrs, Jane 
Hogue, Mrs. Livermore was put 
in charge of the Chicago Com- 
mission in 1862. Sanitary Com 
missions throughout the North 
raised funds for hospital sup-

reform, social, or charity work 
on behalf of all humanity. 

In 1868 Mrs. Livermore or 
ganized the Ulinois Women’s 
Suffrage Associa The 
group met in Liberty Hall, Chi- 
cago in 1869 and elected her 
its first president, She founded 
a women’s rights newspaper, 
the Agirator, and was elected 
vice president of the American 
Women’s Suffrage Association 
at its organizational convention 
in late 1869, 


After the war women began 
actively organizing art, musjc, 
and literary societies which be- 
came more involved in social 
reform by the 1890s. More was 
at stake than just the vgte. At 


the, close of the war Illinois 
women had virtually no civil 
rights. The age of consent was 
10 years, and a woman's legal 
identity ; was suspended with 
marriage; Such professidns as 
law were closed, and women 
had no ‘legal right to equal 
guardianship of their children’ 
or to control of their earnings. 
By 1900, those restrictiéns had 
beer lifted one by one- often 
asa result of lobbying by 
members of the Htinois Woman 
Suffrage’ Association. Women 
were made eligible for. some 
appointive offices and for such 
elective school offices as the 
University of Nlinois Board of 
Trustecs. 

The [£913 dill was the same 
one brought to Springfield ev- 
ery year, since 1890 by IWSA 
legislative representative Catha- 
rine Watigh McCullough. The 
1913 session of the House con- 
tained (for the first and last 
time) 26 Progressives and three 
Socialists - all of whom voted 
for the imeasure and providgdl 
the margin of victory.

Beef and dairy farmers will 
need to take a look in the future 
to determine their roughage 
needs for the 1975-76 feeding 
season. They can’t afford to be 
caught short of roughage this 
winter. 

It’s not too late to seed 
sudangrass or sorghum- 
sudangrass to supplement hay 
and pasture supplies for the 
1975-76 feeding season. Seedings 
should be made as soon as 
possible in a moderately firm 


seedbed. Seed 25 to 30 pounds 
per acre at a depth of 1 to 1! 
inches. 

Fertilize at seeding just as 
you would for corn. We suggest 
a starter fertilizer on low fer- 
tility soils—200 to 300 
per acre of a 5-20-20 or 5-20-10 
combination. A preplant ap- 
plication of 100 pounds of 
nitrogen may be used instead of 
topdressing portions of this 
amount throughout the sum- 
mer. 

However, split applications of 
nitrogen reduce the risk of 
prussic acid poisoning. 
Phosphorus and potassium 
needs are as essential as 
nitrogen although the amounts 
needed are less. The potential 
for prussic acid poisoning is 
increased by phophorus or 
potassium deficiency in the 
plant. 

It is important not to graze or 
chop sudangrasses until they 
are 18 inches tall and sorghum- 
sudangrass hybrids until they 
are 24 inches tall in order to 
eliminate the chance of prussic 
acid poisoning. Establish a 
rotational grazing plan. Graze 
off an area in 3 to 5 days and 
move to a new area, allowing 
the grazed area 18 to 21 days for 
recovery. If machinery and 
labor are available daily green 
chopping is more efficient than 
grazing.

You have Ast received a 
letter from the Inernal Revenue 
Service informing you that your 
deome tax return Bas been 
selected for auch.

Tre lower leaves — paired 
unifoliates — begin to yellow 
and mottle, and the outer edges 
begin to die. This, then, works 
upward through the next leaves 
cwhich are trifoliate ones) 

However, all apparent injury 
is not from root uptake. Some 
appears to be leaf uptake, 
caused by ‘splash-burn,~ 
delayed application, oc drift 
“Splash-burn”’ results from 
heavy rains that splash soil ptus 
herbicide onto the leaves of the 
soybeans, Delayed application 
of these herbicides when 
soybeans are emerging will also 
cause &severe injury 

‘The symptom of foliar uptake 
is a contact burn, or brown 
spotting, of the leaves. The 
alder, top leaves often show the 
most-severe effects, while the 
new growth appearing after the 
incident will be quite green. 

A complicating factor in 
diagnosis is that thrips (a small 
sucking insect) are feeding on 
the soybeans in southern 
Tinois. 

These antagonize the
